1 hey have seen their brothers in oth 
ei lines of employment and in oth« r 
branches of the government sorviee, 
receive higher wages and put to work 
' tinder mor- favorable circumstances. 
As tlie cost Of living has advanced, 
the wages in all other lines h a \ e m a ­ 
terially advanced. 
Many, however, have been in Hu* 
service so long that tiny know 
no 
other business, and art' so advanced 
in years that they cannot successful­ 
l y take up the struggle in oth< r lines 
of employment or business. 
The better men a re leaving the s e r­ 
vice, good men are becoming indlfif- r- 
ent and the conditions are such that 
new recruits are more or less incom­ 
petent, or do not remain long enough 
in the servict to become efficient. 
Good service 
is an impossibility - 
under existing conditions. From 
a 
business standpoint such service 
i; 
not economical. It Is cheaper and bet 
ter to keep the service up by secur­ 
ing competent employes. 
The railway mail clerks are 
riot 
paid enough for the service requin d. 
Mail Clerk Talks. 
‘‘.More space is needed on the cars. 
On some runs tho government pays 
for a car of only 
30 or to foot space, 
wh< n i‘>h foot spat e is needed. Tne

used to haul larger <rr-\ 
when necessary, over 
short routes 
as an accommodation to Fncle Sam ;

The clerks d« elare that there is a 
feeling of dissatisfaction and protest 
am ong the railway clerks all over the 
country. They say that matters have 
grille to suò li a jiass under the Hitch 
cock policy that men have lost res­ 
pect for the departm ent and its of­ 
ficials and that but for the fact that 
they have been years in the service 
and have ties that cannot easily be 
broken, there would be a wholesale 
exodus of railway mail clerks into 
other lines of employment less hard, 
more independent and a wage scale 
com mensurate with the am ount of 
work done. Extra work is piled upon 
their shoulders, extra hours are de­ 
manded of them with no additional 
pay. 'I’he policy of the department is 
to increase the work and cut down 
the exp« use. 
Individually 
the men 
dare say 
noth ing for fear of losing their posi­ 
tions. 
The men declare that in the face 
of an increasing volume of mail, va­ 
cancies caused by death or ns igna - 
tion are not being tilled by new ap­ 
pointees. There has been a 
syste­ 
matic shortening of the layoff per­ 
iod. They have been required to do 
more and more work during their 
layoff period.

The Custom Is an Old One That De­ 


veloped Rather Siowly. 
The custom of indexing hooks de- 
veloped gradually, 
t ’ieero used the 
word "index,’’ but In the sense of a 
table of contents. 
Seneca provided 
some works whi«‘h lie sent to a friend 
with notes ««f particular passages, *‘s«j 
that he who only siitn«*«! at the useful 
might I k* spared th«* trouble of exam­ 
ining them entire." 
This was at least 
a partial "nulex” in (he modern sense. 
Annotated, 
«>r 
at 
l<*;:st explanatory, 
tables <»f contents s«'om to have pre­ 
ceded the index proper. 
Kueh tables followed the order of 
appearance 
of 
iln* 
subjects 
in 
the 
book itself. Alphabet ¡"ill arrangement, 
which was the beginning of tlu* real 
index, 
appears 
not 
to 
have 
been 
thought of until tho Invention of print­ 
ing, and <>v«*n 
thou 
it spread 
but 
slowly. 
Erasm us was one of the first 
to provide Ids works with alphabetical 
index«*». 
Th * custom did not become 
universal until well inio the sixteenth 
century. 
The first index to an English book is 
snid to be that printed in Polydore 
Vergil's “ Angllae Ilistorine," in lotfi. 
An edition of this work published ten 
years later has an index of thirty- 
seven pages.

Eruption in Philippines Causes 


^Disastrous Tidal Wave. 


MANY ARE BURNED TO DEATH 


Native Population Abandoning Thci** 


Villages and Fleeing to the HiRs 


for Safety— Eruptions Ac- 


companied by Quakes. 


Manila, Jan. 31.— The latest authen­ 
tic reports received here by govern­ 
ment agents 
confirm 
the 
statement 
that there are 300 known dead in the 
five village? adjacent the volcano Taal 
which has been iu eruption for three 
days in the province ot Batanzns,. on 
the Island of Luzon. 
A »>w inhab­ 
itants have survived and arc wander­ 
ing about tlx ir desolate homer 
Three 
villages have been more than ha'lf de­ 
stroyed. 
At the height of the eruption, which 
is believed to have been the worst 
ever experienced in the Philippines, 
waves twelve feet 
in 
height 
swot t 
across the lake which surrounds tho 
email island on 
which 
the 
volcano 
stands. 
The crests of these were sur­ 
mounted by 1 urnirg gases and as they 
dashed in shore they caused most «if 
the destruction, burning those persona 
who had escaped drowning. 
The town 
of Taal has Imen abandoned. Uhurehes 
and even stor.e houses were destroyed. 
Those who have gone over the district

trophe say that (he ground Is seamed 
with tremendous fissures and that in
